Trade Fair showed that there were 1,600 items ‘in about 60 different 


categories. 


These ranged from heavy

variety, toys, rattanware, pew- 
‘ler, ivory right) down to the 
humble ball pojnt pen. . 

The 2,000 sq ft stand could 
not hold any more than we put 
on display, Yet 1 feel we 
should have shown more = than 
we did. 

The exhikit was admittedly 
representative, not comprenens 
sive, and we took pains to 
stress thls to every trade in- 
quire. 

Muny people were amazed 
that we produced as wide a 
varlely of poods as they were 
able to see on display, 

But I feel the range should 
hove been greater, . I would 
ulso Mike “to sce Hongkong 
taking more space at trade 
fair, way double the amount 
we had aot Sydney, and In- 
cluding a number of new 
features, . 


OWN STANDS 

This is not suid.tn erlticism of 
departmental policy, though more 
muncy must be’ voted to trade 
promotion, and more interest 
Jcindled among manufacturers 
and exporters, to participate in 
trade fairs themselves with thelr 
own stands, 

The reluctance of Colony 
businessmen even to offer goods 
for display in rade fairs is 
notorious, And generally they 
come forward only at the last 
moment, i 

1 would Ike to see this 
policy changed. It Is casential 

before exhibiting to make a 

careful market study. This is 

already done to some extent, I 

understand, but the logical 

next step is for the department 
itself to decide on the entegory 
of goods to be displayed ond 
then to ask manufacturers for 
the required products — even 
if it means buying them — to 
make the best possible display. 

There would be no serious 
Josses for the department to 
peur because In most cases the 
exhibits cre sold at the cnd of 
the foir, And oa few samples 
ficm our manufacturers or ex- 
porters donated to the trade 
fair $s u small price ta pay, for 
the publieity their products re- 
eclye and the orders they even- 
tually brings.

1 
feel strongly that we should 
have had scmcone of the calibra 
of Lorenzo Lo in Sydney, 
\ If we exhibit in America or 
Europe next year Ichope the 
Tourist Association will = be 
represented, 

Another consldcratlon pro- 
voked by this fair was tha 
staffing of the stand, We were 
lucky in Sydney to have had 
so many Hongkong student 
assistants, but on busy days — 
and most of the 11 days were 
busy — our businessmen 
delegates had to do the work 
of ushers and crowd con- 
trollers, 

What we needed was o squad 
of polleemen, I con imagine 
that Mr Heath, the Commis- 
sioner of Police, would hardly 
welcome the idea of sending half 
a dozen of his men with every 
trade fair delegation, But the 
Department of Commerce and 
Industry should consider send- 
ing o few of its up-and-coming 
young men to help out, 

Not only ‘could they act as 
ushers when necessary, but they 
could also help issue pamphlets, 
answer the inevitable questions 
and take over when senior de- 
legates are fully oceupled with 
business inquiries.

The benefits of a central bridge or tunnel would be negligible and would 
be overwhelmingly outweighed by the disadvantages to traffic and 
parking, and by the enormous cost, all of which must come out of the 
pockets of the public, said Mr K. A. Watson, in a talk to. the Hong-. 


kong ‘Lions Club this afternoon. 


Speaking on the subject "The 
Bridge: Boon or Bugbeur,”" Mr 
Watson sald that Dr E. F. 
Srezepanik, of the Hongkong 
University after having made a 
survey at the request of 
the consulting cngincers, had 
concluded that tor yoods traffic, 
the bridge would effect an 
economic saving of only 8% per 
cent, assuming that al} vehicles 
could move freely.
